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parishes and without any scruples aot as agents of the Vatioan. Under cover 
of fighting for Christianity, the clergy of Poland iB breaking the unity <*f 
the nation, undermining the authority of the People's State and trying to in- 
oite hatred toward the PHt. It is in our own interest to stop the poisoning 
of the hearts and minds of Polish youth with this Catholic nonsense. The 
Churoh often protests our treatment of our political opponents. But is the 
Church acting otherwise? TTere not the Jesuits* politically motivated, the 
murderers of their own enemies and those of the Churoh? The essence of every 
solenoe and religion is God and Eternity. Different religions define God in 
different ways. Religion and God are two different things. If a country 
*“® 8 existence on the principle of sovereignly* it cannot live in agreement 
with the Church, because the Church forms a state within the state. The policy 
of the Churoh, its moral principles and the lam of the Church conflict with a 
People's state. The Churoh is a thing of the past* it needs far reaching changes 
to be able to remain in existence. 

The religion of our times is the Marxist philosophy. In it the poor and injured 
are locking for hope and refuge from the might of this world, the mighty are 
blessed by the Pope and supported by Catholicism.

An abstract idea of uod, or a definite idea, such as 
the nation?" For Marxists tho choice is easy and door. 

B. For a Church theoretician naturally God will be put above the nation. That is 
tho so-called theocratic system, very convenient for members of the Church, but 
very selfish and misleading. We Marxists boliove that ono who has no sympathy 
for tho pooplo with whan ho assooiatos and who support bin cannot have a real 
feeling for God. Caro of tho poor used to be ono of tho basic principles of 
the Christian religion. "Whatever you do for one of my poorest in my name, you 
will do for me", said Our Lord and the Holy Scripturo, ono of tho most intelli- 
gent books over written. 


9o We Marxists are putting the State and the Ration above the Church. Vie aro 
deeply convinced that, while serving our People's Democracy and the poorest 
pooplo of our Nation, wc arc not acting against tho will of God, although wo 
do act against the desires of the Vatican and of tho Clergy of Poland. Wo do 
not consider ourselves fighting against God whon we try to abolish tho Church 
administration, which is officially and illegally trying to undermine tho 
foundations of tho Polish State.

These lay people aro 
today quite different than they wore before World War II. They ore free, more 
enlightened and willing to progross. They will ndt let themselves be blindly 
led by tho Church. 

15. There aro many people in Poland who, although Catholic, feel a groat animosity 
toward the Catholic Clergy and could easily be led in tho fight against tho 
Church. Most of tlie Catholics do not live up to the principles of tho Church. 
Their Catholicism is limited to tho acceptance of tlio Last Sacrament just before 
they are ready to die. Catholicism is more and maro becoming a doad form, in - 
stoad of a living doctrine. 

l4o In spite of all those factors, which vie consider favorable for our cause, tho 
Catholic religion is still a vital foroo. It has boon part of the Ration much 
too long. Its roots are doep. It is tied to the history, the cultural back- 
ground, the family and social life of every individual. Wo must remember this.
